'i.  REGULAR  PASSENGER  TRAUS  niovint;  lOast  will  have  right 
to  crossing  points  with  Passenger  trans  until  ten  minutes  behind  the 
card  time  of  the  ojjposite  train,  m-  ^  ill  keep  clear.  This  rule  will 
a))plv  to  starting  i)oints,  us  well  as  to  er>ssings  on  line. 

3.  REGULAR  FREIGHT  TRAINS  noving  West  will  have  right  over  ; 
Freight   trains   moving   luist,  hut   will  wait  at    regular   erussing   points   ; 
fifteen  minutes  behind  ear<l  time,  tlieii  iiroee.-.l,  keeping  tifleeu  minutes 
behind  until  the  expected  train  is  ero.sa»d. 

4.  REGULAR  FREIGHT  TRAINS  moving  Kast  will  have  right  to 
crossing  point,  with  Freight  trains  iijitil  ten  ininute>  behind  the  card 
time  of  the  opposite  train,  or  will  ked)  clear.  This  rule  will  apply  to 
starting  point-s,  as  well  as  to  crossings  oi  line. 

5.  PASSENGER  TRAINS  have  ri,'ht  of  Track  over  Freight  and 
Construction  trains.  Uegular  Freight  trains  have  right  over  Construc- 
tion and  p:xtra  trains.  Extra  trains  keep  clear  of  all  Itegular  trams, 
unless  specially  ordeitd  to  the  coutraij.  Wild  trains  keep  clear  ot  all 
Regular,  Signalled  and  .\dvertised  Eitra  trains. 

6.  THE  STATIONS  WHERE  REGU'^AR  TRAINS  GROSS  oi'  pa.ss  each 
other  are  designated  by  full  iiu'e  tigu  vs  in  Tinu-  Table. 

Regular  trains  run  daily,  Sundays  excepted,  unhss  otherwise  specified. 

7.  Where  Regular  Freight  Trains  cross,  the  Freight  train  going  Fitst 
will  in  all  ca.ses  take  the  -ide  track  where  practicable. 

8.  At  .Stations  or  Sidings  where  a  Regular  Freight  train  i.-  t,.  cross 
or  be  passed  by  a  Passenger  train,  such  train  must  clear  the  I'a.ssenger 
train  full  ten  ( 10)  minutt*.  Irregular  Tnihi-i  or  Ucoimliws  must  clear 
all  Regular  Iraiimjull  ten  ( 10)  minuivn. 

This  Rule  is  of  the  greatest  iniportauoe,  and  must  be  strictly  lived  up  to. 

9.  When  two  Extra  Trains  or  Engines  are  signalled  at  the  same  time, 
one  going  Ead  and  one  going  Wed,  the  one  going  West  will  have  the 
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right  of  tack  over  the  one  going  ICast,  unless  a  sjHicial  cro.ssing  order 
is  given  li  the  Train  Despatcher. 

10.  \^ieii  trains  are  ruiining  on  Despateher's  crossing  orders,  they 
mus<,  be  supped  at  crossing  places,  and  the  Conductor  of  each  must  report 
to  the  otbr  in  prson  the  number  of  the  train  he  is  running.  i 

Enginers  when  running  without  Conductors  will  olwerve  the  above  rule. 

This  rue  is  to  prevent  any  misapprehension  on  the  part  of  trainmen  as 
to  the  trais  they  are  crossing,  and  to  make  it  certain  that  the  trains  so 
crossed  ae  the  trains  designated  in  tin-  Despateher's  ord.'r.  | 

11.  Al  Regular  trains  and  .Vdvertiscd  Extra  trains,  when  twelve 
hours  belin.l  car.l  time,  will  lose  all  rights  of  track,  and  will  not  proceed 
without  secial  orders  from  Superintendent  ..r  Train  Despatcher. 

I'i.  Sinalled  Extra  trains  or  trains  that  are  running  under  signals, 
when  tw«ve  hours  behind  the  train  wearing  the  signals,  will  lo.se  all 
right  of  rack,  and  will  not  proceed  without  orders  from  the  Sui)eriii- 
tendent  o  Train  Despatcher. 

13.  Eigineers  in  charge  of  Empty  or  Special  Engines,  or  in  charge 
of  any  udn,  have  the  same  responsibility  as  Conductors,  and  will  be 
governediiy  the  same  rules.

TWO  long  and  TWO  short  blast)*  of  the  whistle,  signul  for  Stations  and 
Roud  Crossings. 

A  succe.ssion  of  sliuit  blasts  of  the  whistle  is  an  ulurni  for  cattle,  and 
niiiy  be  used  to  call  the  uttention  of  train-men  to  danger. 

A  bliLst  of  the  whistli:  of  three  seconds  duration  vill  be  considered  as  a 
long  blast,  ami  is  suttieient  in  all  cases  unless  ix-rsoiis  or  property  are  in 
danger,  when  Engineeis  will  I'se  their  discretion. 

FIVE  long  .vhistles  i;-  a  signal  that  the  train  has  broken  apart,  when 
made  in  additicui  to  tht  usual  signal  to  apply  brakes. 

Engineers  of  WILD  trains  will  sound  long  bla.st  of  whistle  ujwn  ap- 
proaching all  bliiul  cnr\es. 

On  Main  Line,  St.  .John  to  Vunceboro,  two  long  bhwts  of  the  whistle 
must  be  .sounded  on  ap-iroaching  the  following  points:  —

Section  iiicii  iiii.st  at  all  times  keep  u  supply  of  tor|)ciloes  on 
liniiil,  and  will  in  no  rani'  remove  a  rail  or  otherwise  ohstruet  the  track 
without  first  placing  a  red  fag  witli  Iwo  fluffs  and  two  tirpedocs  at  least 
one  hundred  roils  from  such  obstruction,  or  at  the  suniiiiil  of  the  nearest 
grade  in  each  direc'ion  to  stop  approaching  trains.  This  precaution 
must  be  taken  whether  u  train  is  due  by  card  time  or  not. 

No  notice  of  an  extra  trj'.in,  by  flag  or  oth'.-rwise,  is  to  be  expected 
by  roatl-repairers. 

Se<'tion-raen  must  expect,  and  be  on  the  watch  for,  flagged  or  wild 
extra  trains  .ind  engine:i,  at  am.  timf>. 

;tt>.  No  train,  or  engine  without  a  tiaiii,  will  enter  on  the  Trunk  Itoail 
from  any  branch  road  or  lateral  track,  or  yards  of  connecting  lines,  without 
first  coming  to  a  full  stop  withiu  five  hundred  feet  of,  and  before  entering 
upon  said  track;  and  the  Kngineiiiaii  must  be  sure  that  it  is  perfectly 
safe  to  proceed  before  entering  upon  the  Trunk  Road  or  connecting  lines. 

31.  ALL  TRAINS  AND  ENGINES  «ill  come  to  a  full  stop  at  least 
600  feet  from  the  crossings  ^)i  oliier  Knilway  tracks,  and  must  be  sure 
that  the  signals  are  right  for  them  before  proceeding.  This  rule  will 
apply  to  a//  Iraiii^. 

lii.  When  two  I.()ii)iiii;tives  aic  coupled  in  any  trniii,  they  must 
uncouple  on  approaching  the  following  liridgcs,  and  cross  them  .sejia- 
rately,  viz:  Woodstock  Uriilgc,  Acker  (reek  Bridge  Andover  Bridge, 
Aroostook  Bridge,  tiraiid  Falls  Bridge. 

:W.  THE  PRESCRIBED  RATES  OF  SPEED  tbr  Freight,  Wood,  and 
Construction  trains,  is  fifteen  miles  per  hour;  niid  this  sp^ed  must  not 
be  exceeded,  except  in  emergencies. 

Engineers  will  be  held  rcspoiisibli'  fm  the  speed  of  Freight  trains  where 
steam  is  used. 

Conductors  will  be  respMisible  on  down  grades  where  no  steam  is 
required  or  used. 

The  speed  of  Trains  or  Engines  must  not  exceed  the  rateof  eiglu  miles 
per  hour  while  jiassing  over  Bridges.  Two  minutes  must  be  used  crossing 
Andover  Bridge,  and  four  minutes  crossing  Upper  Woodstock  Bridge 
with  Train  or  Engine. 

At  Bridges  wheie  repai^^  are  being  made,  all  trains  must  make  a  full 
stop  l)efbre  attempting  to  cro.ss,  and  wuit  for  signals  to  proce(  d. 

Wild  and  signalled  trains  must  in  all  cases  run  at  a  moderate  rate  of 
.sj^ed,  unless  in  an  emergency,  when  it  is  necessary  to  reach  a  certain 
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Point  a-  early  as  possible.     Fust  running  by  such  trams  not  oiily  iui-rjuin 
the  daiiger,  but  al.-o  the  expeii.se,  and   ill//  mil  /»»■  ftrniiillrd. 

Conductors  and  Engiiienan  on  all  trains  must  u.^n  judgiiieiit  about 
running,  and  use  the  time  helwent,  rather  than  at  Stations. 

.'M.  .VII  trains  n:iist  a|iproiti'li  ^uttioii;.  where  no  stop  is  to  be  iiiade 
at  a  slow  rate  of  speed.  I'lngines  shifting  in  yards  must  mil  Ih-  run  faster 
than  nix  mill's  per  hour. 

;{5.  .\iiy  train  following  an.ither  must  be  moved  with  great  care, 
es|H'cially  around  curves,  and  when  itppioaching  stations  or  turnouts. 
Engineers  must  have  tliei-  train  under  lull  control  of  the  engine  at  a 
.■'afe  distance  to  stop,  should  the  track  not  be  clear.  This  will  not  relieve 
the  men  on  a  preceding  train  from  the  res|)on8ibility  of  the  safety  of  their 
train  Mhould  they  be  detained  at  a  station  or  turnout, 

PasMiifcr  trains  going  in  the  .-aiiie  direction  will  keep  at  lca.st  FIVE 
minutes  apart  ;  Freight  trains  itt  least  TEN  minutes;  r.nd  will  approa.  n 
each  station  very  carefully,  having  their  truirs  under  full  control,  at  a 
sate  jtisUinee  from  the  stati and  be  sure  that  all  is  clear. 

When  Trains  iiie  delayed  i  .  point  from  which  two  or  more  of  the 
same  Cla.'-s  ar"  due  to  leave  in  ihe  siimc  din'ction,  the  one  which  is 
first  ready  will  proceed,  the  others  following  as  provided  in  such  cases. 

30.  Station  Agents  at  all  stations  v.ill  put  up  a  Rul  Signal  whi-n 
a  train  pa».ses  in  either  direction,  and  keep  :;  up  ITVE  niiiiutes  after  u 
Pas.seiiger  train  has  left,  and  TEN  minutes  after  a  Freight  has  left,  to 
stop  trains  following. 

Provided,  however,  that  when  a  F'eigiit  train  has  set  ofl"  for  a  Pas- 
senger train  to  pass,  the  Freight  train  may  follow  the  Pa,ssenger  train 
immediately  by  ninning  slowly  and  under  fill  .'ontrol  until  the  trains 
art*  at  least  five  minutes  ajiart. 

Coiidiictor..  of  Freight  trains  will  cover  their  Bear  Lights  when  "jiiting 
on  a  siding  for  a  Passenger  train  ti.  puss  in  the  .s'liiu!  direction. 

37.  Ill  recording  signals,  Coiiihicior-<  will  be  careful  to  enter  date. 
No.  of  train,  color  of  signals,  and  description  of  train  signalled,  a.s  per 
heading  in  Signal  Book. 

It  is  the  duly  of  the  (■ondiictnr  of  any  train  currying  .signals  for  aiiv 
Extra  train  or  engine,  to  record  i-i  the  Signal  Books  at  each  of  the 
stations  where  such  books  uit  loculed,  the  kind  of  signals  his  train  is 
carrying. 

Wherever  signals  are  worn  to  a  Sialion  bi'y.iiid  where  a  Signal  Book 
is  kept,  the  Conductor  of  train  wiaiiiig  signals  shall  make  the  record  at 
the  first  book  he  pii.iscs  after  taking  otf  the  signals. 

The  Conductor  of  signalled  train  must  record  the  arrival  of  his  train 
on  the  next  line  below  the  one  on  which  the  signals  are  recorded. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Conductor  of  any  K.xtia  following  a  train  under 
sigii!il>.  as  well  us  Conductors  of  all  wild  trains,  and  advertised  S|K.cials, 
to  examine  the  Signal  Books  at  each  station  where  the  Signal  Hooks  are 
kept  and  govtrn  their  trains  accordingly. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  ("ondiicl  of  ,(//  trains  to  record  their  arrival 
and  departure  at  ii//    'lonlini/  xlatiuii.^. 

The  Conductor  or  Eiiginiir  in  charge  of  the  train  or  engine  must  per- 
soHii//ij  sign  the  Register  Book,  and  will  not  allow  others  to  sign  for  hini. 

Before  a  train  leaves  it.s  startiig  point,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Couduetur 
to  carefullv  consult  the  Signal  Register  to  see  if  all  trains  due  ha\o 
arrived.    |'riiis  is  of  the  highest  importance.

13!t.  Each  Kiigineei-  is  Miliji.i  i.i  the  direction  •>(•  the  Comliictor  while  his 
en>!inc  is  iittached  to  a  trail, ;  hut,  in  imv  case  -Uhmhi  or  inireiiainty,  hoth  Condiiclor 
and  Kngineer  will  be  held  ocjiially  r(.|.nnsihle  or  the  safety  of  the  train.  Engines 
that  are  temporarily  detached  from  lliiir  cars,  for  the  piirjrose  of  shifting  or  doing 
other  work  at  the  several  stations  or  <i(le  tracks  n'.ran  the  route  of  tlieir  trains,  are 
held  to  he  part  of  their  trains  while  doing  snch  work,  and  both  Conductor  and 
Engineer  will  be  held  re.spon.siblc  tor  their  safety.  The  orders  of  Conductors  will 
not  be  allowed  to  extenuate  any  vi.ilatioii  of  rule,  or  to  diminish  the  Engineer's 
responsibility  for  strict  observance  .if  rules,  and  the  exercise  of  a  careful  discretion 
nnder  all  circumstances  of  doubt  and  ilifiicidty. 

140.  Engineers  must  carry  a  reliable  watch,  and  regulate  it  dai'y  bv  the  Stand- 
ard Time,  and  compare  it  with  that  of  the  Conductor. 

141.  Engineers  must  see  that  their  engine  is  kejit  clean  and  in  goodordsr;

Engineers  of  I'assenger  trains  must  see  that  the  bell-cord  is  properlv  attached 
j    to  the  alarm  bell  on  the  engine  when  it  is  coupled  to  the  train,  and  that 'the  bell  is 
'    in  g.X)d  order.     They  must  see  that  the  air  brakes  are  properly  connecttnl,  and  test 
their  condition  before  starting. 

Engineers  must  use  care  to  prevent  engines  blowing  off  steam  at  stations  or  ' 
street  crossings,  or  at  any  pla.^e  where  horses  are  liable  to  be  frightened  bv  the  noise  ! 
of  escaping  steam. 

During  stormy  or  windy  weather,  when  the  track  is  liable  to  be  obstructed  with 
snow.  Engineers  are  cautioned  to  keep  their  engines  well  supplied  with  fuel  and 
water,  ready  for  any  emergency.  They  must  n.it  pass  a  water  station  without  taking 
a  supply  ol  water  when  any  doubt  exists  about  their  having  eno.igh   to  last  until 

they  reach  the  next  water  station.     This  rule  st  also  be  observed  in  regard  to 

taking  coal. 

145.     Engineers  must  use  care  in  starting  and  stojiping  all  trains  to  avoi.l  sudden     ' 
jerking,  and  to  prevent  train  breaking  apart.      Particular  .aution  nmst  be  used  in 
starting  stock  trains,  to  prevent  the  stock  being  thrown  or  othervise  injured. 

Engineers  mnst  look  back  frecpiently  to  see  that  all  is  right,  and  toa.scertain  if  I 
they  have  all  of  tlielr  train.  j 

14«.  Engineers  must  bring  tliei.-  train  to  a  full  stop  before  reaching  anv  railroad  ' 
crossing  at  grade,  as  re.piircd  liy  law,  and  wait  till  thev  know  ibat  the"  signal  is  i 
right  for  them  to  iiroccwl. 
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14".  It  will  be  the  duty  of  Engineers  to  supply  their  iiigines  with  fuel  and 
water  b"fore  putting  them  up  at  the  end  of  the  trip.  Locomotive  Engineers  are 
rccpiind,  when  taking  fuel,  to  give  an  accurate  receipt  I'or  same  to  the  person  in 
charge  of  the  station  where  it  i-  taken.  Receipts  fo:  this  purpose  will  be  furnished 
by  the  .Mechanical  Superintendent. 

14.S.    Engineers  must  never  fail  to  have  a  head-light  burning  upon  their  engines 
wlien  running  after  sunset  and  before  sunri.se.     They   must  also  have  a  red  light 
I    burning,  ready  for  immediate  use  in  case  of  danger. 

j         1  >\K    fSE  UTMOST  CAUTION  must  be  usc<l  in  crossing  public  streets  in  the 
I    cimipact  part  of  cities  ami  villiges.     The  engine  bell  must  be  rung  at  a  distance  of 
I    SO  rods  from  all  crossings,  and  no  engine  or  train  is  to  be  run  across  a  highway 
in  the  compact  part  of  a  town  at  a  greater  speed  than  .si.r  miles  per  hour.    Ap- 
proach nil  stations  carefully,  with  the  train  under  full  control  of  the  engine. 

.\t  all  public  crossings,  other  than  in  the  compact  part  of  cities  and  villages, 
the  whistle  must  be  s.-unded  100  nsls  before  reaching  the  same,  and  the  bell  must  in 
all  ca.ses  be  kept  ringing  8.5  rods  and  until  the  engine  has  pa.ssed  the  crossing. 

While  trains  or  c  .gines  arc  running  ccmtiguous  to  a  public  highway,  the  bell 
must  be  rung,  and  the  same  rules  for  ringing  the  bell  and  sounding  the  whistle  will 
apply  to  crossings  under  llie  track,  that  apply  to  crossings  ai  grades.  Engines 
must  not  stand  near  a  public  crossing  except  when   absolutely  piicssary. 

Whenever  a  train  is  detained  more  than  three  minutes  at  any  public  crossing, 
it  must  be  divided,  and  a  suitable  pa.ssage-WBy  left  Ulween  the  cars  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  public  travel. 

When  a  train  stops  short  of,  or  runs  by  a  station,  the  Engineer  must  not  move 
the  train  in  either  direction  without  proper  signal  fr.uu  Conductor. 

150.  FIREMEN,  when  on  the  road,  will  be  umler  the  direction  of  the  Engi- 
neer, and  must  olwy  his  orders  in  relation  to  the  proper  use  of  fuel,  manner  of 
firing,  and  in  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  engine  or  train. 
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151.  Ti-aiii  liiuiijagr-Mn^ln-a  are  under  the  direction  of  (.'ouiliictors.  They 
will  wear  the  prescrilied  ca|i  when  on  duty,  and  will  not  leave  their  cars  on  the 
arrival  of  the  train  at  its  destination  until  all  baggage  has  been  properly  cared  for. 

They  will  luit  be  allowed  to  curry  packages  or  to  do  any  business  that  right- 
fully belongs  to  the  Kxpress  Companies. 

The  liaggage-Master  will  be  held  responsible  lor  all  tools  beloii-ing  to  his  car. 
Tools  must  not  be  taken  from  one  car  for  use  in  another. 

152.  Station  Baiji/a>ie-Ma.ilei:i  will  be  at  their  [losts  during  such  hours  as  may  be 
re(|uired,  ready  to  atteml  to  the  wants  of  piLssengeis.  They  will  be  polite  and 
obliging  to  all,  and  give  all  proper  information  in  relation  to  the  transportation  of 
baggage  over  ccmnccting  lines,  and  see  that  their  rooms  are  in  a  neat  anil  orderly 
condition,  keep  an  accurate  account  of  chect  on  baggage  received  or  delivered, 
and  report  at  once  !o  their  .Station  .\gent  any  claim  for  lost  or  damaged  liaggage. 

STATION   AGENTS. 

153.  Station  .\gents  have  charge  of  the  Company's  pniperty  at  their  resiiee- 
tivc  stations,  and  the  general  direction  of  the  bii-iiuss  of  the  mad  at  these  point*, 
subject  to  the  general  rules  and  special  orders. 

154.  They  will  see  that  all  parts  of  the  statical  buildings  and  yards  are  kept 
neat  and  clean,  ami  must  not  iiermit  disorderly  .ir  idle  persons  to  loiter  around  the 
premises,  to  the  danger  of  property  or  the  annoynnce  of  i.assengers. 

155.  They  are  reipiired  to  have  their  ticket  offices  open  at  least  lifteen  minutes 
before  the  arrival  of  each  train  that  stops  at  their  station,  and  to  keep  them  open 
till  the  train's  arrival.  They  must  be  prepared  to  give  any  information  resiw-ting 
trains  upon  the  road,  and  concerning  all  connecting  trains  on  other  roads;  must 
treat  passengers  with  politeness,  and  see  that  their  suUirdinatcs  do  likewise.     Tiiey 
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will  see  that  the  baggage  of  passeiiger.s  Is  |,roptrly  eliecked  or  marked,  and  put  upon 
the  proper  train,  and  imist  always  use  great  oare  in  liiriiishing  tickets,  partieidarlv 
for  the  branches  and  eonneetiiig  roads. 

I5«.  They  will  have  eliarge  of  the  tracks,  turnouts,  switches,  etc.,  at  the  station 
and  will  be  held  r,-apui,nihl,'  jnr  the  muj-ili/  of  the  mitchfx.  They  will  also  see  that 
cars  on  side  tracks  are  properly  blocked,  and  that  the  brakes  are  applied,  and  at 
places  where  there  is  a  safely  block,  the  safely  block  must  be  fastene<l  across  tlie 
track,  .so  cars  cannot  possibly  enter  upon,  or  interfere  with  trains  passing  on  main 
track.  Ten  minutes  before  trains  are  due.  they  must  know  that  the  track  is  all  right 
for  them  to  pa.ss.  In  all  cases  (at  Jiinctioiis  having  signal-masts),  when  changing 
switches  from  the  main  track  to  a  branch,  the  signals  at  mast-head  mml  Jint  he  set 
riyhl  to  indhilr  the  chiiiuje,  tiiii(  melt  minimi  mmt  remain  .1,1  far  Ihe branch  tinlil  after  the 
m-itch  in  aijaiii  .vt  ami  larked  ri</ht  for  the  main  Irnrk  ;  and  aim  until  erery  car  of  an,/ 
train  enleyimj  the  hraneh  nluill  be  entiirhj  clear  from  the  main  track. 

157.  No  ear  will  be  allowed  to  stand  u|H>n  the  main  track  to  load,  unload,  or 
for  any  purpose,  without  special  (lerniission  from  the  Superintendents  through  the 
Train  Despalcher;  and  tlieti  a  signal  must  be  placed  on  the  track,  at  a  proper 
distance  each  way  from  the  ear,  to  give  notice  to  any  (rain  that  may  be  approaching. 
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15s.     They  must  know  that  their  stations  are  properly 
lanterns  of  the  diHl'ient  coloi-s,  and  with  other  signals. 

15!>.  They  must  show  signals  recpiired  by  rules,  and,  in  case  of  any  danger  to 
approaching  trains,  they  must  send  signals  to  warn  them.  They  must  communicate 
promptly,aiid  without  fail,  any  despatch  concerning  the  rinniing  of  trains  to  the  <'on- 
dnctors  of  such  trains. 

UIO.  They  or  their  as^istauts  n.,..(t  be  in  sight  at  their  stations  while  trains 
are  passing,  or  are  stopping,  to  note  signals  on  engines,  and  such  as  may  be  made 
by  Kngineers,  <  oiiductors,  or  olbei-s  upon  the  trains. 

Ktl.  Promptness  is  enjoiiieil  on  the  part  of  .Station  .\geiits  and  Baggagemen  in 
transacting  business  with  trains  while  at  stations. 

Ui'i,  They  must  at  once  report  to  the  (iencral  I'ass«Miger  .\geiit  any  claim 
for  lost  or  mi.ssing  baggage.

1(U.  ."ittilcb  J>amps  should  be  Iriinmed,  cleaned  and  lilleil  DAILT,  as  it  is  iin- 
porlanl  that  they  be  kept  burning  through  llie  nigl't.  Tl,e,j  ,a„.-<t  l„ H./hUd  on  all 
Switclien  at  dunk  and  eiliniiiiislied  at  da,/li;ih/.  Tlii'y  |1H1^1  not,  tliroiigb  neglect,  lie 
allowed  to  burn  alter  daylight. 

SECTION-FOKEMILX. 

l(l."».  Section-foremen  will  daily  examine  the  track  on  ilieir  respective  sections 
as  far  as  practicable  after  the  passage  ol'cacb  train,  and  see  that  it  is  in  giKid  mii- 
dilion,  and  safe  for  tlie  passage  of  trains.  Tliey  will  also  rreipieiilly  examine  the  sides 
of  all  cuts  and  remove  iherel'rom  rocks,  trees,  slumps,  1  a-  earth,  which  mav  be  in 
danger  ol  falling  upon  the  track ;  guard  all  points  e.iposed  to  wash  or  injurv  of  any 
kind,  taking  especial  care  in  stormy  weather;  keep  rail  clear  at  crossings  during 
snowstorms;  make  (udinary  reiiairs  to  fences,  prevent  cattle  from  getting  on  the 
track,  and  report  the  iiaines  of  owners  of  any  cattle  that  may  be  found  upon  the 
road.  They  will  see  that  no  wooil,  lumber,  ties,  or  other  obstructions  are  piksl  with- 
in sij: /rt7  of  the  track.  They  will  also  make  temporary  repairs  of  the  t  legraph 
lines  (reporting  the  same,  in  each  ease,  to  the  nearest  operator),  and  will  look  over 
the  lines  on  their  section  when  notifieil  of  any  trouble  with  the  wires.  i 

100.  SECTION  MEN  .iiid  others  employeil  on  or  about  the  track  are  enjoined 
to  use  the  utmost  laulion  and  watchfulness  in  regard  to  Wild  or  Irregular  trains. 
When  they  have  any  reason  to  suppose  any  such  train  will  be  run  they  should  in- 
ipiireofall  sources  within  their  reach  in  regard  to  it,  so  as  to  keep  themselves,  as 
well  as  the  property  of  the  Company,  out  of  the  way.     .\ml  in  running  their  hand- 
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car  over  the  road  they  .should  so  work  it  as  to  enable  the  men  upon  il  to  look  in 
both  dirictions  upon  the  track  in  order  to  avoid  a  collision  with  engines  or  trains 
irregular  or  out  of  time. 

107.  Hand  and  I'lish  Cars  will  not  be  allowed  on  the  track  .Sundays,  or  at  any 
other  time,  except  when  in  the  discharge  of  duties  that  actually  require  their  use; 
they  must  never  !«■  left  inside  the  fence  lines  in  public  highways! 

Hand  Cars  must  be  locked  when  not  in  sight  of  the  party  using  them,  and  must 
never  he  left  within  four  feet  of  the  rail. 

All  tracks  for  Hand  and  Push  Cars  must  be  .so  laid  as  to  slope  from  the  track  — 
so  that  a  ear  when  left  without  being  trigged  will  run  from  the  track  and  not  towards 
it.     Thi»  in  important, 

108.  .Section  men  will  „ni  be  allowed  to  absent  themselves  from  dutv  with- 
out special  permission  from  the  Hoad  Master. 

Section  foremen  will  on  the  last  day  of  every  month  send  to  the  Road  .Master 
of  their  division  a  reiwrt  of  the  time  of  each  man,  and  giving  the  name  of  each 
nmn  who  has  worked. 

Section  men  will  report  by  telegraph  to  the  Road  Master  of  their  Division,  with- 
out delay,  any  defects  in  Bridge  guards,  which  they  are  unable  to  repair. 

Section  foremen  in  charge  of  switch  lamps  must  see  that  they  are  properly 
trimmed  and  lighted,  and  must  report  all  defective  lamps. 

FLAGMEN  AXD  GATEMEN. 

I0«.  I'lagmen  and  gatemen  mnsl  be  providc<l  with  flags  and  lanterns.  They 
must  know  the  time  when  each  regular  train  shonUl  pass  the  point  where  they 
are  stationed,  and  must  keep  a  vigilant  lookout  for  all  extra  trains  and  engines,  and 
notice  all  signals  for  the  same,  and  must  not  deiiend  upon  whistles.  When  a  train 
is  approaching,  they  must  sea.sonably  close  the  gate  or  show  the  signal,  and  endeavor 
t(>  prevent  any  one  cro.ssing  the  track,  and  must  keep  the  gate  closeil,  or  the  signal 
displayed,  until  the  Iraiu  has  wholly  passed;  and  must  not  open  gate  on  double 
tra<'k  until  they  are  sure  no  train  is  approaching  from  the  opiwsite  direction.  They 
will  keep  the  track  across  the  road  clear,  and,  incase  of  obstruction,  will  warn  trains 
by  showing  the  ilanger  signal. 

170.  .Kmploycs  in  iliaige  of  Safely  Gates  arc  expected  to  use  the  utmost  caution 
in  raising  and  lowering  them.  They  will  be  held  personally  responsible  for  any 
damai;e  lo  ihe  gale  resiiliiiig  I'rom  want  of  care  in  operating  them. 

171.  I'lagmon  al  crossin-s  will  use  a  while  Hag  bv  ilav  and  a  white  light  by 
night. 

1  <  2.  It  will  be  the  duly  ol'  all  men  employed  on  trains  to  watch  as  much  as  pos- 
sible ihe  bridge  guards  at  overhead  bridges,  ami  if  any  arc  found  swung  (uit  of  place 
or  broken,  lo  notify  the  Coud.irtor  of  their  Train,  who  will  report  the  same  to  the 
Siiperiniendeut  from  Ihe  iieansi  Telegraph  Stalicm. 

PASSES. 

I7:t.  TRIPPASSES  will  have  Comlnctor's  check  attached.  If  il  is  desired  1.1 
give  a  round  trip  pass,  the  check  or  coupon  will  be  rilled  out  with  the  uarie  of  peis.,n 
lo  whom  Ihe  pa.ss  is  given. FOR  THE  OUTWARD  TRIP,  slating  whal  slaliniis  from  and 
to.  The  Body  of  the  pas-  will  be  lijied  o-it  in  like  manner  lor  THE  RETURN  TRIP. 
Wherea  pass  is  given  lor  ONE  WAY  ONLY,  the  Body  of  ijie  pass  will  he  so  lilled  out 
and  the  check  detached  by  the  giver. 

The  checks  as  well  as  the  passes  are  to  be  puuclieil  and  collecled  same  as  are 
the  regular  lickeN,  bul  llie  .lucks  are  in  ui>  case  lo  lie  aceepled  if  ilclacheil  from  the 
pass.
